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The family of the Glinsky princes played a certain role in the history of the states 
of Eastern Europe in the 15th and 16th centuries and deserves a detailed study.

In particular, everywhere can read in the literature that the princes Glynski 
owned the village Glynsk (either on Vorskla or on Sula river) and even got their surname 
from it (as an option — they founded this village and it got its princely name). 

Is it really so? 

In this work, the history of the family is traced exclusively on the basis of 
documents contemporary to the events themselves. In particular, it was found out that no 
Glynski princes owned any Glynsk — not only in Poltava or Sumy regions, but none at 
all. Who is interested — read on. 

(In this work, I will write the surname as Glynsky in the singular and as Glynski in 
the plural.) 

I express my gratitude to Valentyn Stetsyuk and Viktor Talakh, who helped me 
with translations of texts that were difficult for me into German and Latin.

Peace of 1508 


The war between Moscow and the Great Duchy of Lithuania in 1507 — 1508 was 
ended by a peace treaty concluded on October 8, 1508. I briefly consider the political 
circumstances of its conclusion in another place of my work, and here I want to consider 
the geography of the border established by this treaty. 

Although the text of the agreement does not directly mention the action of M. L. 
Glynsky, the strip of settlements on both sides of the border shows us the claims of the 
parties that were settled (as it turned out, for a very short time!). 

The agreement has reached us in the form of a chart of the Moscow Grand Duke 
Vasyl II, twice entered in the Lithuanian metric [LM 7, No. 55, p. 137 — 141 = LM 8, 
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No. 80, p. 125 — 128]. I quote the text mainly from the 7th book, and the different 
readings of geographical names are added from the 8th book. 

The agreement can be divided into three parts: 1, general political conditions; 2, 
description of the border; 3, special conditions (which I will not quote here). In the 
comments, I write "I can’t guess" when I searched for an object and did not find it; I 
write "maybe" when I found a match for the name, but there is no confirmation on 
Wikipedia.

It should be noted that the contract was drawn up carelessly, without proper 
editing. And so it turned out that Roslavl and Mstislavl are listed both in the Lithuanian 
list and in the Moscow one. Apparently, the clarification of these territorial problems 
could delay the negotiations, or even disrupt them altogether, and the parties, it seems, 
were in a hurry to conclude at least some kind of agreement. 

The list from the Moscow side consists of four structural parts, while in the part 
"possessions of the Seversky princes" a group of settlements around Gomel is clearly 
distinguished (No. 16 — 28). It can be thought that this group was the subject of a 
separate border dispute, and its protocol was used in the treaty. 


What does this map scheme provide for my narrow topic — the history of the 
Glynski princes? 

1, on the map we see on the Lithuanian side a strip 180..230 km wide, into which 
Moscow should not "enter". I think this is a territory that could fall away from Lithuania 
if Glynsky’s action is successful. 

2, a similar but significantly wider strip (from 200 km near Toropets to 350 km in 
Severshchyna) on the side of Moscow shows its gains in the wars against Lithuania. 
Moscow still did not consider these gains final and insisted on the recognition of these 
conquests by Lithuania. 

3, the map shows a wedge of no-man’s land in the southern parts of modern 
Chernihiv and Sumy regions. The outermost Lithuanian (and from 1500 — Muscovite) 
town in the south was Putivl, and further to the south — southeast, the demarcation did 
not continue. Both sides saw it as a no-man’s Wilderness, with nothing to share. 

The upper flow of Sula, and even more so Vorskla, on which two villages named 
Glynsk are located, were not included in the sphere of state interests of the Grand 
Duchies of Lithuania and Moscow at that time. These were uninhabited wastelands. 
Their colonization belongs to the time when the Glynski princes had already left the 
historical scene.

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Biographies of the Glynski princes 


In this section, the biographies of the Glynski princes will be presented on the basis 
of documents contemporary to the actors themselves. Genealogical reconstructions and 
materials of Commission in 1638 are rejected and will not be used (on the basis of the 
conducted analysis). 

All the princes Glynski should be divided into five independent groups. Whether 
the protoplasts of these groups were related to each other and if they were — to what 
degree — our documents do not know, and I am not going to indulge in baseless fantasies 
(you can see such fantasies in the "Historiography" section). All these princes should be 
considered self-proclaimed princes, those who do not come from some ancient princely 
family. 

To establish kinship, it is necessary to know the person’s patronymic and surname. 
But in documents of the Lithuanian metric for the 15th century often are omitted either 
the patronymic, or the surname, or both. In such cases, the belonging of this or that 
prince to a certain family becomes the subject of a discussion, often fruitless. 

Even knowing the patronymic does not always allow one to reliably determine the 
genealogical position of a person. Study of the Pechersk synodikon of the late 15th — 
early 16th century showed that Ivan, Semen, Vasyl, Fedir and Mykhailo make up the 
five most common princely names [Zharkikh N. I. Pechersky synodikon. — K.: 2017, 
section Princely names], and among the Glynski these names are the most used. Within 
the framework of one generation, we have several Ivan-s, several Vasyl-s, etc., and if it 
was clear to contemporaries who they were talking about, it is far from clear to us. 

In such cases, the fact of inheriting one possession can help to establish kinship, 
but the first such case in the history of the Glynski family took place only in 1505, and 
this does not help anything for early history (15th century).

From a review of the biographies of the Glynski princes, it can be seen that they 
were low-profile earthlings (nobles). The greatest success was achieved by Ivan Lvovich 
Glynsky, who served as voivode for less than two years. 

Apparently, this family would not deserve close study if Ivan’s younger brother — 
Mykhailo Lvovich Glynsky, a man of remarkable energy and abilities — did not belong to 
it. 

There is quite a lot of information about his activities, so historians have food here. 
That’s why I allocate his biography in a separate section. 


Young years 


According to the above assumptions, Mykhailo Lvovich Glynsky was born around 
1471 and was the youngest among his brothers. 


I assume that M.L.G.’s service under Albrecht ended at the beginning of 1498. 
Then it turns out that M.L.G. left for Germany in 1486 or a little earlier, that is, at the age 
of 14..15, which generally agrees with the "young years" mentioned by Maximilian.

Conflicts 


Therefore, Mykhailo Glynsky very quickly became a favorite of King Alexander, 
which changed the traditional grouping of forces at the ruler’s court. 

First a visible manifestation of discontent was the conflict between M. L. Glynsky 
and Jan Zaberezynsky (voivode in Troky). Somewhere in April 1503 the king passed the 
first sentence in this case. 


The case of the governor in Lida is considered a next phase of the conflict. The 
sources for this adventure are difficult. 

Finally, we do not know only reasons changes of the governor in Lida (the 
metrical documents almost never provide the motivation of the decisions), but 
also date of this change and therefore we cannot even hypothetically tie it to other 
events. Thus, "Glynsky’s intrigue" regarding this governor should be consigned to the 
archive of historical fantasies. 

Next episode — removal of Zaberezynsky from the position of voivode in Troky. 

Finally, last episode from the stories of Polish historians — Alexander’s anger at 
the "oppositionists" and even their exclusion from the council of the Great Duchy of 
Lithuania. 

In the dry remains of this consideration, we have that Zaberezynsky could have 
been personally offended by N. N. Radzivil, and M. L. Glynsky had no reason to be 
angry with Zaberezynsky. 
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Estates 


Mykhailo Glynsky was a poor man. At that time, wealth was determined by the 
amount of land and subjected personal — he had neither. The Lvovich Glynski brothers 
did not inherit anything from their father, who was also a poor, landless man.

In April 1506, the sick King Alexander came to Vilnius. His illness was defined as 
paralysis (Miechowsky), but apparently it was not yet complete helplessness. 

M. L. Glynsky, as it shows itinerary, was with the king, until in the summer the 
news came that the Tatars had attacked Great Duchy of Lithuania and were going 
straight to Vilna. 

And so in the battle near Kletsk (it is 1,050 km from Bakhchisaray and only 200 
km from Vilnius), the Tatars, commanded by two princes, sons of Mengli-Girey, were 
defeated. 


Deathly ill King Alexander still managed to learn about the victory and died 10 
days after the battle, on August 18. 


Sigismund, feeling like a new broom, decided to sweep his great principality in a 
new way, and this immediately affected the position of Mykhailo Glynsky. The first 
mention about him at the new ruler — November 25, 1506 — titles him "the governor of 
Utena", and only that. 
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Mykhailo did not consider his cause lost and turned to neighboring rulers for help.

The primary source for finding out the fate of the Glynski in the Moscow service is 
the razrjad books and Moscow chronicles. The razrjad books contain lists of 
commanders for campaigns; these lists were drawn up before the campaigns themselves 
and reflect the appointment of the commanders of future campaigns. This source is 
strictly contemporary with the events themselves and is the most competent, although it 
does not reflect all the details of campaigns and possible changes in the arrangement of 
commanders during military operations. 

The chroniclers are indisputably competent in the affairs of the Moscow court, but 
this does not always work out to their advantage. They can be divided into two groups. 
The first is chronicles contemporary to the events themselves. I consider them in the 
order of the last year covered in the chronicle (taking it as the approximate year of 
completion of the work). 

The comparison shows that the authors of chronicles willingly used razrjad books, 
often borrowing whole fragments verbatim. But in general, the volume of information of 
these groups of sources is different, they complement each other. 

The second group of chronicles was compiled during the oprichnina and reflected 
the change in the image of past events, when yesterday’s heroes became today’s 
enemies. Although they are distant from the events by some 20 years, the evaluations of 
the figures and, accordingly, the set of details are significantly different from the annals 
of the first group. After 1567, we no longer have an official Moscow chronicle — this 
work stopped forever. Fortunately for me, all these chronicles are published in the series 
"Polnoe sobranie russkikh letopisei" (PSRL) and all have name indexes. 

A valuable source of completely unique information is the deposit book of the 
Trinity-Sergius Monastery, preserved in two editions — 1639 and 1673. In this book, the 
35th chapter is dedicated to the Glinski princes, the entries in it are arranged in 
chronological order. It was printed in 1989, but is still poorly used for the history of the 
Glynski princes.

Maximilian (1459 — 1519), sending S. Herbershtein as ambassador to Moscow, gave him 
special instructions on December 12, 1516 — to ask for the release of Glynsky. 


The Ustyug chronicle about M. L. Glynsky 


The Ustyug Chronicle tells about the arrest of M. L. Glynsky quite differently from 
other sources. 


All these small inconsistencies indicate that the story written in this chronicle was 
compiled much later than the events themselves and that the details of several campaigns 
may have been mixed in it. Therefore, the small details of this story cannot be relied 
upon, while the general contours of the story agree with other, earlier sources. 


Modern historians who silently ignore these details of the story of the Ustyug 
chronicler are probably right.

The above documents mention a large number of geographical names connected in 
some way with the Glynski princes. They should be put on a map, from which it will 
become obvious what was not obvious when reading the documents. 

The map scheme has many layers, all of which are active by default. The reader 
can turn them off and on again, following what he needs. 

The objects on each layer are listed in the tables below. There is indicated their 
location according to the modern state-administrative division, the names of persons (I 
indicate only the first of them), their relationship to the object (typically 
this estate or place of service) and references to documents. 

For objects in Ukraine, I indicate the smaller districts according to the division that 
was effective until 2020, and in parentheses are the enlarged districts that are effective 
from 2020.

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Conclusions 

1. The Glynski princes played a certain role in the history of Eastern Europe in the 
15th and 16th centuries — in Grand Duchy of Lithuania and the Moscow State. 

2. Surname Glynski had five independent families of the Grand Duchy of 
Lithuania. All of them were self-proclaimed princes (such that the parents of the 
protoplasts were not princes). The hypothesis of their origin from a single protoplast is 
not supported by available sources. 

3. Princes Borisovych Glynski are known in two generations from 1437 to 1507. 
Their estates were insignificant, their highest positions were — governors in various 
towns in the Ukraine. 

4. Princes Semenovych Glynski are known in 5 generations from 1448 to the early 
17th century. The family continued to exist in later times, but its genealogy in the 17th — 
19th centuries not documented. Originally, they had small estates in the Smolensk land 
and lost them due to Moscow’s aggression. In the 16th century they had small estates in 
Vitebsk, Polotsk Voivodeships, Slonim County, Podlasie, and Zemaitija. The highest 
position of a representative of this family was the clerk of the county court. 

5. The Dashkovich Glynski princes are known in one generation from 1488 to 
1507, they had small estates in the north of the Kyiv Voivodeship. The highest position 
is the governor in Cherkasy. 

6. Princes Fedorovych Glynski are known in 4 generations from the middle of the 
15th century. There was only one representative in each generation. The family died out 
before 1576. In 1495-1500, Prince Bohdan Fedorovych Glynsky held the highest 
position — governor in Putivl. The family owned relatively large estates in the Kyiv 
Voivodeship. 

7. The Lvovich Glynski princes are known in three generations from 1486 to 1602. 
Until 1508, three Lvovich brothers served in the Grand Duke of Lithuania and all three 
were members of the council under the Grand Duke, two were also marshals, and one 
was also a voivode. 

After M. L. Glynsky’s action, they emigrated to Muscovy, where they came in 
kinship with ruling family, were boyars, commanders in military campaigns, and 
goverors in cities. 

8. The youngest of the Lvovich princes — Mykhailo Lvovich Glynsky — was a man 
of remarkable abilities and a true decoration of the generally not brilliant group of 
bearers of the surname Glynski. He had great influence on King Alexander, but under the 
next king Sigismund, he began to lose his position, and with the action of 1508, he 
finally qualified as traitor and fled to Moscow. This action was not the cause of the 
Muscovite-Lithuanian war (it started back in 1507), but Moscow tried to use it in its 
interests — in the end, without success. 

In Moscow, he sometime occupied a high position under the Grand Duke, and 
sometime put in prison, where he died. He played a significant, though not a key, role in 
the conquest of Smolensk by Moscow in 1514. 

9. The lack of kinship between different groups of the Glynski princes is evident 
from the following facts: 

9.1. The princes of different groups never called themselves relatives, did not use 
terms of kinship, and did not even have the opportunity to do so, because there are 
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almost no documents in which representatives of different groups are mentioned at the 
same time. 

9.2. Princes of different groups did not inherit any estates from their supposed 
protoplast. 

9.3. The princes of different groups did not have estates in any territorial 
proximity, which (theoretically) could be formed as a result of the division between 
relatives of some single ancient estate, which is not directly mentioned in the sources. 

9.4. Princes of different groups did not inherit estates from princes of other groups 
and did not declare their "right of proximity" to such estates. 

9.5. There were no disputes or lawsuits between the princes of different groups for 
the division / inheritance of properties. 

9.6. Finally, in politics, the princes Lvovich Glynski stood in solidarity, took part 
in the action of 1508, and then all of them emigrated to Moscow together. On the other 
hand, their contemporaries — princes Semenovich Glynski — did not take any part in the 
action of 1508, did not emigrate to Moscow, did not succumb to repression, and their 
estates were not confiscated for treason. 

10. The idea of a common origin of all the Glynski princes arose at the end of the 
16th century (approximately in 1598) in Moscow, when the Glynski family was finally 
recorded in the official Moscow family book. This genealogy, quite undeservedly, enjoys 
the full confidence of all researchers up to the present day. Meanwhile, it is not a source, 
but only an attempt to reconstruct the genealogy, to rationalize the information available 
to the author. 

10.1. The beginning of the family from "Tsar Mamai" is based on the pattern of all 
other genealogies in the book, which are equally fantastic in their beginnings. Deriving 
one’s family from some foreigner was an indispensable requirement for Muscovites who 
applied for high positions. 

10.2. The "sons" of the mythical Prince Ivan — Boris, Semen and Fedir, about 
whom we have documentary references, were never called Ivanovich — neither during 
their lifetime, nor in later references. Nor did they call each other "brothers". 

10.3. The genealogy knows absolutely nothing about the Dashkovich Glynski. 

10.4. The genealogy does not know the real Hryhorij Borisovych Glynsky at all, 
instead it gives Lev as the "son" of Prince Boris, which is not attested by any source. 

10.5. The genealogy is weakly oriented in the Fedorovych Glynsky, it shows the 
mythical prince "Mikhail Putymskyi" there and does not know the last representative — 
Bohdan Volodymyrovych (although he died long before the compilation of the 
genealogy). 

10.6. The genealogy gives confused and very incomplete information about the 
Semenovych Glynski. 

10.7. All genealogy information should be discarded and genealogies compiled by 
me should be used instead. 

11. The immense latifundia, which allegedly covered the basins of Sula and 
Vorskla rivers and which supposedly belonged to some princes Glynski, was invented by 
the Kyiv scribe Fedir Proskura, who submitted his falsified "documents" to the 
consideration of the border commission in 1638. The model for such a fiction was the 
real latifundia of the princes Vyshnevetsky on Sula. In fact, none of the Glynski — neither 
the contemporaries of that "latifundia" at the end of the 15th century, nor the later 
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representatives of all the Glynski groups — not only did not own anything in this area, but 
even had no idea about it. 

The mapping of the delimitation of the Grand Duchies of Lithuania and Moscow 
from 1508 clearly shows that not only the Vorskla basin, but also the Sula basin lay far 
beyond the borders of the state territories, which ended in the south with Putivl and 
Cherkasy. 

12. Mapping of geographical names Glynsk showed that any Prince Glynsky did 
not possess some place named Glynsk, and had no idea about him. All settlements with a 
name Glynsk arose independently of the Glynski princes, and all groups of the Glynski 
princes arose independently of these settlements. 

13. Mentions of Glynsk in the charts of the Crimean khans for the Grand Dukes of 
Lithuania are limited to the period from 1507 to 1541. Glynsk does not mentioned 
neither in the older nor in the later charts, in its place there are other names in the lists. 
The appearance of Glynsk in translations of charts an echo of the great glory of the 
Lvovich Glynski family in 1507, and the disappearance of this name is due to the decline 
of the memory of the Glynski family in the middle of the 16th century.
